Mrs. Benton Says Dyer Aided 
in Having Her Made 
Prisoner, 





‘RELATIVES FREED HER 


Kept in Sanitarium Cell, She 
Was Never Insane, She 
Declares. 


Mrs. Eva A. Benton, charging that 
She was forcibly taken to the Mayfield 
‘Santtarium and kept there four days, 
obtaining freedom only by the interven- 
tion of relatives from a distance, filed 
suit Friday for $10,000 damages against 
her husband, Henry W. Benton, Bever- 


ly A. Dyer, his employer, and Dr. Ed- 
ward F. Brady. Of the amount asked 
$5000 is actual- and $5000 punitive. 

Benton is cashier of the Gas Consum- 
ers’ Saving Co. Dyer is a real estate 
man, who ts interested in the company. 
The ‘Benton home is at 6931 Bruno ave- 
nue, Benton Station. Mrs. Benton filed 
suit for divorce Monday. 

In the petition Mrs. Benton avers that 
her husband, with the assistance of 
Brady and ‘Dyer, forcibly took § her 
from her home Oct. 26, and placed her 

a cell at the Mayfield Sanitarium. 
The windows of the cell were barred, 
she says, and the door was kept lo¢ked. 
For four days, she alleges, she was de- 
prived of all comforts, with no knife or 
fork at her meals. She was treated, she 
avers, in all respects as a prisoner. 

At the end of four days relatives, 
with whom Mrs. Benton had communi- 
cated by a note she persuaded an at- 
tendant to mail for her, 
hospital. They were a brother and sister 
from Fort Wayne, Ind., and a brother 
from Leavenworth, Kan. They demand- 
ed Mrs. Kenton’s release, she says, and 
finally succeeded in obtaining it. 


Coal Wagon Driver Helped. 


L. Frank Ottofy, attorney for Mrs. 


Benton, says she is perfectly sane. She 
has had the care of five children, three 
of them under 6 years old, and has lost 
two others under trying circumstances, 
but he does not believe these things 
unbalanced her mind. 

When Benton, Brady and Dyer took 
Mrs. Benton to the sanitarium, Ottofy 
Says, they drove to the home in a car- 
riage, and when she resisted called to 
their assistance the driver of a coal 
wagon. 

The two brothers and sister accompa- 
nied Mrs. Benton home from the sani- 
tarium. When Benton returned he or- 
dered the brothers to leave the house, 
Ottofy says, and they did so, Mrs. Ben- 
ton accompanying them with Angelo 
and Robert, the youngest two children. 
Later she returned and got Henry and 
Grace, leaving only Greta. 15 years of 
age, the oldest. The others range from 
11 months to 18 years. 

Mrs. Benton is now in St. Louis with 
her four children. Her attorney Says he 
doesn't know her address. 

In the petition for divorce filed last 
Monday by Mrs. Benton she alleged 
that her husband —_ ~ be her to many 
indignities and her offensive 
neumes. Repeatedly, _ Abe’ he declared 
she was crazy. She asked the custody 
of the children. Mr. and Mrs. Benton 
sine marrfed Oct, 22 1890. in Leaven- 
worth.

PARIS, nce. 9.—While the tragi-com- 
edy of the Castellane divorce trial was 
being played out in court, the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent asked Edwin Kelly, 
the Countess’ American counsel, ‘to tell 
what finally broke down the patience of 
Countess Boni de Castellane after, as 
testified, she had endured more humili- 
ation and shocks to her jealousy and 
pride than American women are wont to 
stand. 

Mr. Kelly answered readily, saying: 

“The last straw was a bit of Count 
Boni's play-acting. The Countess had 
been reproaching him with his wrong- 
doings when he responded with an ap- 
peal to her womanly sympathy. 

‘““He swore that he was dying, slowly; 
of a cancer of the breast. He made her 
put her hand inside his waistcoat to feel 
where the cancer was. She could feel 
no sign of an ailment there 

***Very well,’ said Boni tragically. 
‘You know nothing of guch matters, but 
Iam a dying man. Go ask my doctor.’ 

‘The Countess did. She called upon 
the noted practitioner to whom her hus- 
band had referred her, and asked him 





anxiously if Count Boni was. really in 


great danger. 

“The doctor laughed, and then seeing 
that she was really in a state of great 
alarm, he said: 

‘*Have no fear, Madame. 
band is as sound as a bell. 
for as long a life as any 
age can expect.” 

“This comedy of Count Boni'’s disgust- 
ed his wife,’’ continued Mr. Kelly. “She 
packed up her things at once and moved 
to the Hotel Bristol.”’ 

Her First Step. 

That devarture was the first of the 
Countess’ acts which led to the present 
suit for divorce. 

Mr. Kelly did not feel at all certain 
that the Countess would win her case. 
He gave the impression that he was

Jashes From Rear Coach and

CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—More than an hour 
behind time, the eiiihdinen of the rear 
sieeper of the Rock Island California 
Limited, which was robbed by a lone 
bandit between Slater and Glasgow, 
Mo., last night, alighted at the Union 
before noon tcday and 


women occupants of the sieeper told 
how the bandit had been considerate 
of their feelings and passed them by. 
But with the men it was a plain case 
of “Stand and shell out.’ 

L. S. Searson of Chicago was conduc- 
tor of the Pullman car. He was in the 
of the coach when the robber as- 
serted himself. 

“The flagman, C. W. Roller, had been 
fixing the air cord in the rear sleenver,”’ 
he said; “‘the first I knew of the pres- 
ence of a bandit on the train was when 
I felt a revolver pressed against my 
head and heard the man say in a low 
voice: ‘Get busy now and march along 
there with the porter and the brake- 
man. If you make a noise you know 
what you will get.’ 

“The fellow had the drop on me, and 
there was not anything to it except to 
keep still. I did not want to have my 
head blown off. 

‘The two of us and R. Wood, the por- 
ba waiked along in front of the robber, 
with two pistols against us. ‘Wake ‘em 
up,’ said the robber, and thé porter 
pulled aside the curtains of the berths 
and shouted, ‘All up,’ just as if we were 
coming into a terminal. 


Running at Good Speed. 


“The train was going along at good 
speed, and everything was quiet in the 


car. The first passenger was pretty 
sleepy and the porter had to reach in 
and shake him a little by the arm. Then 
he stuck his head out of the berth and 
asked, ‘What's the matter?’ 

‘Hand over your coin and keep still 
about it,’ said the robber, sticking one 
of his revolvers .in the man’s face. 

“Abert the time the robber was tack- 
ling the third man the porter saw an 
opportunity to get away. It was pret- 
ty hard for the robber to keep every- 
body covered, even with his two revolv- 
ers, and the porter made a dash ahead, 
got into the next car and locked the 
door. 

“The robber saw it was all up and 
made up his mind he'd better quit while 
he was ahead of the game. He reached 
up and pulled the air cord. The train 
stopped pretty quick and he ran to the 
door and jumped off. 

“After the thing was all over, there 
was a good deal of excitement in the 
ear and a lot of passengers did not care 
to sleep any more. They got up and 
dressed and talked the thing over among 
themselves.”’ 

Tall 2nd Wore Overcoat, 


The bandit entered the train as it left 
Slater, Mo., at 11:20 o'clock last night, 


and escaped with $2” or more, a mile 
east of Glasgow. He wore a long, wen 
overcoat and is tall. 

The train left Kansas City at ‘9 
o'clock and was due in Chicago at 10: 15 
a’ m.. It uses the Chicago & Alton 
right of way between Kansas City and 
Chicago. 

When he reached Armstrong, Mo., 
Conductor Pearson told of the robbery 
and telegraphed the officials of the 
road at Kansas City.

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Flames Spring From Residences 
Before Inmates of Others 
Are Safe.

Tenants From Each Place 
Burned Identify Man as 
First Person Seen. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—One 
women is dead, a man is in a hospital 
suffering from severe burns, two thou- 
sand persons fied from their homes in 
Paris, and thousands more passed a 
sleepless night -as a result of a series 
fires in the two blocks 
Fiftieth and  Sixty-first 
and Columbus and West End 
avenues early today. Scores of per- 
sons whose lives were endangered by 
the coniiagration were rescued by fire- 
men. 

'n all there were five fires, every one 
of them incendiary, between midnight 
and 3 o'clock this morning. 

The woman who lost her life was Mrs. 
Caroline Swain, 70 old, whose 
home adjoins one buildings 
which was fired. She died of heart 
trouble, induced by fright. 

Adrian Tompkins’ is in a hospital with 
his hands and feet severely burned from 
climbing down a hot fire escape. He is 
serious condition. 

The rapidly succeeding 
crowds of evicted tenants, 
terrifving rumors which 
through the neighborhood, 
constant appearance and 
ance of the fire engines, 
squads of police, raised 
throughout the vicinity to a «high 
pitch of excitement, which did not 
lessen until daylight brought a meas- 
ure of assurance that. the incendiar- 
ism was stopped for awhile. 
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Hotel Guests Scared. 


The excitement spread even. to 


3roadway. In the Marie Antoinetté, 
Ansoni2z, Empire, and other big ho- 
tels in the neighborhood of Lincoln 
Square, the guests were aroused by 
the commotion. In the St. Paul Ho- 
tel, Sixty-first street 4and Columbus 
avenue, and in the Hotel Hudson at 


Sixty-second street, both close to the 
fires, all the guests were aroused and 
few slept any more. 

All the houses where the fires oc- 
curred were Ylat houses. Three of 
them were occupied by whites and two 
by negroes. Most of the tenants 
were in bed when the fires broke out 
and escaped to the streets in the 
scantiest clothing. 

The first fire was in 
tenement house at 105 
Street, occupied by five 
of whom escaped. 

The firemen were still busy fichtinge 
that nr@ when the second blaze hegan 
at 137 West Sixtieth street in rubbish 
in the basement. All the tenants es- 
caned. 

At the third fire at 215 West Sixtieth 
Street there were several narrow es- 
capes and daring rescues of the ten- 
ants. William Murray, who lived on the 
third floor. carried out five of his chil- 
dren, and James Smith, a spectator 
went into the house and brought the 
sixth Murray child down to the second 
floor window, and jumped with it in his 
arms to the sidewalk.

Another spectator caught them both. 
The child was unhurt. An aged negro 
was carried out by other spectators. 

An hour later the fourth fire was dis- 
covered a block north, at 249 West 
Sixty-first street. It was quickly extin- 
guished. 

The fifth and worst of the tires was 
discovered at 110 West Sixty-first street 
at 3 a. m. while the street was egtill 
thronged with frightened and excited 
people.

HER PROMISES NOT KEPT

She Is the Daughter of Charles 
Fach, Formerly of Port- 
land Place. 


In his third suit for divorce, to be 

filed in the Circuit Court Friday after- 
noon, Herbert L. Spencer, church tenor 
and salesman for a downtown music 
house, alleges that he dismissed two 
previous suits at the request of his 
wife, Cornelia E. Spencer, 827 North 
King’s highway, following reconcilia- 
tions. Her promises to do better, he 
says, proved futile in each instance, and 
he now asks the Court to relieve him 
from bonds which he has found irk- 
some. 
| The petition prepared by Attorney 
| Karl Kimmel states that Spencer and 
(his wife, a daughter of Charles Fach, 
who formerly lived in Portland piace, 
were married Oct. 16, 1900. 

It was an elopement, although they 
did not leave the city. They met at 
a party. He became infatuated with 
her beautiful face. She was charmed 
by his sweet tenor voice. Parental ob- 
jection had no effect on the lovers and 
they met clandestinely. They finally 
went to the City Hall obtained a li- 
cense and were secretly wedded. 

Mrs. Spencer’s wealthy parents never 
did become reconciled to the marriage, 
and while she was received at home, 
the husband was not welcomed.

In the first suit for divorce filed Sept. 
10, 1908, Spencer alleged that his wife 
made his life miserable and his em- 
ployment insecure by! displaying jeal- 
ousy at home and abroad. Once, he 
said, she even siappe@ his face when 
she found him trving to sell sheet mu- 
sic to a pretty young woman. Similar 
scenes, he declared, caused him to re-

Before the suit was tried, Mrs. 
Spencer and her child, Helen Ruth, 
who had accompanied Mrs. Fachs on 
a Western trip, returned and the es- 
tranged couple made up. The suit 
was dismissed by Spencer. 

But the reunion did not last long, 
for Spencer again instituted divorce 
proceedings in 1905, alleging practi- 
cally the same causes. Her plead- 
ings, he says, again induced him to 
change his mind. The second recon- 
ciliation occurred in September of the 
same year.

NAMES LEFT ON PAPER 





Chicago Police Believe That 
Escort Killed Woman and 
Then Himself, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 

CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—Clutching in her 
hand a written warning to ‘‘be careful 
when she went out with him,’’ a woman 
was found dying with a bullet wound in 
her temple on Stwckton Drive, at the 
foot of Menominee street, in Lincoin 
Park last night. The body of a man 
about 3 years of age was found by 
her side. 

The man had also been shot in the 
right temple. Between the two bodies 
lay the revolver with which the shoot- 
il had been done. The woman was 
taken to the German Hospital, but dec- 
Spite the efforts of the physicians, she 
died within a half hour. 

The only things that give the police 
the least clew to the identity of the man 
and woman are two notes which were 
found close by the bodies. Oné was 
written in blood on the margin of a 
scrap of newspaper, and contained the 
names of Mary Olsen and F. C. Gray. 

There were other words on the paper, 
but owing to the thickness of the biood 
and the absorption of the newspaper 
they were illegible. 


Tried to Write Message. 


It is the theory of the police that the 
man after shooting the woman dipped a 
match in the blood flowing from her 
temple and attempted to write a fare- 
well message, but that being alarmed 
by attention attracted by the shot he 
killed himself after writing the note and 
a few other uninteiligible marks. 

Another note, evidently written by the 
man, but which was not signed, said 
that the woman was the cause of his 
death, that but for her he would have 
been a happy man, and that he hoped 
she would “get hers.”’ 

Jealousy is believed by the police to 
have been the cause of the murder and 
Suicide. The double shooting occurred 
shortly before 9 o’clock, there being 
between the shots a long interval, which 
was occupied, the police believe, by the 
man in writing the note in the woman's 
blood. 

in disrobing the woman at the hospital 
the nurses found that her waist was 
torn almost to shreds, indicating that 
she had made a valiant fight for life 
before her death. 

By the time the nurses had complet- 
ed undressing the young woman she 
died without regaining consciousness or 
giving the least clew to her identity.

For several weeks someone has been 
buying tallow on an enormous scale in 
the American markets, with the result 
that tallow igs now 25 per cent higher 
than it was a month ago, and ig still 
on the rise. 

“The, Beef Trust is feeding us,. and 
next they will be washing us,”’ said a 
prominent Produce Exchange operator 
this morning. 

The Beef Trust is said to have bought 
back a lot of tallow which it had previ- 
ously disposed of in the New York mar- 
ket. Recently there has been a pro- 
nounced increase in the amount of tal- 
low exported from this port to Europe, 
and some of the buying is ascribed to 
the British Soap Trust. 

The soap industry has grown within 
a few years to be one of the largest in 
the world. It now rivals the coal oil 
industry, which is controlled by the 
Rockefellers,

DRIED ANT(TOXIN 


J. KINYOUN has applied pow- 
dered antitoxin to many minor in- 
juries with a view of preventing 
tetanus. These injuries were abrasions, 
or incised, contused, and lacerated 
wounds, and also a number of suppurat- 
ing wounds. None of these was consid- 
ered to be of a serious nature. It was 
evident that these injuries healed more 
rapidly and with less disturbance than 
had been previously observed in those 
treated in the ordinary way. It has been 
demonstrated that the powdered serum 
was responsible for good results. A num- 
ber of infected wounds due principally 
to vaccination and furunculosis have 
been treated in like manner. In these 
cases healing rapidly resulted. The pow- 
dered tetanus antitoxin has also been 
used once in a nasal operation. The 
wound healed within a week. These re- 
sults showed that the dried serum pos- 
seseses qualities other than its, specific 
body, the antitoxin. This must be of 
the nature of an immune body.—Medical 
Record.
